July 29.—The bureau of 
statistics of the treasury dep artm ent to-day 
issue« ] a sum m ary statem ent and review of 
the foreign commerce and im m igration of 
the United States during the fiscal year end­ 
ed June 30, 1891. 
It give» , also, a com p ari­ 
son of the im p orts and exp orts of the p a*t 
nine month» , during which the new tar.ff 
law has been in effect, as comp are« ! with 
the corresp onding nine m ouths of the p re­ 
ceding fiscal yesr. 
The statem ent » ays that the total value of 
the commerce of the p ast fiscal year was the 
greatast in the history of the governm ent 
and exceeded the total value of the com­ 
merce of 1890 by $82,191,803. The commerce 
of 1KJ0 was the largest ior any year in the 
history of the governm ent up to that time, 
exceetiing the commerce ot the p ri« » r year 
by $159,606,063. Our total commerce « luring 
the p ast fiscal year am ounted to $1,729,- 
330.896. 
The total value of our im p orts of m er­ 
chandise during the last year was $'*44.905,- 
491. Tfie t« >tal value of our exp orts of mer­ 
chandise during » fic same ¡» eriod was $8*4,- 
420,406, which shows an excesa in lavor of 
exp orts during the fiscal year ol $39 519,914. 
There was also at» excess of exp orts of do- 
mestic m erchandise over such exp orts of 
the p rior year ol $26 941.737.

Ad Interesting Review of the Foreign 
Commerce for the Last Fiscal 
Year. 


The Total Value of the Commerce 
the Greatest in the Country’s 
History. 


W ashington. Ju ly 29.—T he bureau of 
statistics of th e treasury departm ent to-day 
issued a su m m ary statem ent and review of 
th e foreign com m erce an d im m igration of 
th* U nited States during the fiscal year end­ 
ed Ju n e 30, 1891. 
It gives, also, a com pari­ 
son o f th e im p o rts and exports of th e past 
nine m onths, d u rin g w hich th e new tariff 
law has been in effect, as com pared with 
th e corresponding nine m ouths of th e pre­ 
ceding fiscal year. 
T he statem en t says th a t the total value of 
th e com m erce of th e past fiscal year was the 
greatest in th e h istory o f the governm ent 
an d exceeded th e to tal value of the com­ 
m erce o f I KIO by $82,191,803. The commerce 
o f 1890 was the largest tor any year in the 
h istory of the Koverument up to that time, 
exceeding th * com rn ere* at the prior year 
by $159,006,063. Our total commerce during 
th e past fiscal year am ounted to $1,729,- 
330.89G. 
T he total value of our im ports of mer­ 
chandise during the last year was $844,905,- 
491. 
The total value of our exports of mer­ 
chandise during the same period was $884,- 
425,405, which shows an excess in lavor of 
exports during the fiscal year of $39 519,914. 
T here was also an excess of exports of do­ 
mestic m erchandise over such exports of 
th e prior year ot $20 941,737.

“But what is there to see?” “ It is a 
wildernesses it not?” pursues the mer­ 
ciless interrogator, who does not wish 
to squander his precious sight-seeing, 
with its time, money, and fatigue, for 
that which protiteth not. 
The tourist 
from distant Alaska feels his enthusi­ 
asm blown upon by the cold breath of 
an iceberg judgment, and is called up­ 
on to seriously consider the question 
for his friends and to defend the posi­ 
tion which he takes. 
It is a wilderness, a tangle of a 
wilderness, a God-forsaken desert with 
only a few’ oases. 
It is seldom given 
to a traveler who can not be a Stanley 
and penetrate the dark depths of 
Africa or a Yerestchagin who can 
scale with his easel and his palette the 
dizzy Himalayan heights, startling the 
solitude and scaring the eagle, to wit­ 
ness such isolation, such remoteness 
from the civilized world. 
If you go 
to Alaska you will bt- surfeited with 
scenery, scenery, scenery.

your life will you be so gorged with 
scenery. 
It comes upon you in every 
variety, and you are convinced that 
never more will you gaze upon a new 
type of scenery.

from the whaler's harpoon, since the 
depths of the Pacific and St. George’s* 
channel are so great that they would 
not be returned to the surface for their 
capture till after many days.

They' would be a 
g reat novelty in tfiis benig hted reg ion. 
Borne of us drove over during the 
week, and m ade all necessary a r­ 
rang em ents. The town hall was en­ 
g ag ed, a p arlor org an prom ised, and 
the “Simkins boys” said they would 
“¿X up a curtain,” and they would 
also put up a notice in the Postofiiee.

• In m any cases the cutting of g reen 
feed and g iving to the stock can tie 
done to advantag e. 
The western 
farmer, with « heap lands and conse­ 
q uently cheap pasturag e, would not 
care to follow this plan with all of his 
stock, as the larg e am ount of work 
necessary, would, in very m any cases, 
m ake the work unprofitable. 
But a t 
the same tim e m any conting encies will 
arise th a t a few sto< k can be fed this 
way to an advantag e. When 
the 
work team s are kept busy it is not 
alw ays the best plan to turn them in­ 
to a larg e pasture and let them run 
all nig ht. They need rest and they 
will be benefited by a fetsl of som e­ 
thing fresh anti g reen, and the best 
way of supplying it is by cutting off 
the g rass and feeding to stock in the 
stables. Hog s th a t are coniine« ! in close 
pens can alw ays be fed g reen clover cut 
every day. Milk cows, even when 
they have the run of the pastures with 
other cattle during the day, w ill g ive 
more and richer milk if they are fed 
g rass or clover to themselves at nig ht. 
The work team s and the milk cows 
need a little better feeding during the 
sum m er than the g rowing ra ttle or 
horses, and in a m ajority of cases the 
m ost economical plan of furnishing it 
is to have a patch of clover, rye or 
g rass and cutting and feeding every 
day. 
Millet, sweet corn or sorg hum, 
or the second g rowth of clover, can 
Ik- 
used throug h the sum m er. 
It will be 
beet to g row such crops for this pur­ 
pose ascan be cut cure« ! and stored 
aw ay for uselater, if not nissh-d when 
m atured sufficiently to harvest. Such 
crops should be g rown convenient to 
the stables or feetling lots so as to 
lessen the work in fmling . 
In m any cases a patch th a t can be 
used in this way for all the stock will 
lie found of considerable advantag e 
during the la tte r ¡» art of sum m er w hen 
it so often occurs th a t the pastures 
fail to supply plenty of feed. 
But 
with the team s and milch cows m ote 
or less can be turned to an advantag e 
the g reater p a rt of the g rowing sea­ 
son.—N. J. H., in Prairie Farm er.

C re a m e ry R e q u is ite s , 
The cream ery itself m ay be describ­ 
ed as a sq uare building 30 by 30 feet, 
with eng ine house adjoining ; the wash 
room ftoor

store are sunk in the g round about 
four 
feet, and 
are 
cement lined 
throug hout. 
The 
ap p aratus 
con­ 
sists of an etpiipment of Cooley cans

Our b utter which q uickly found a 
front place, is put up in packag es 
rang ing from two pounds to fifty 
pounds, while a small proportion is 
m ade into one pound prints and sold 
from refrig erator lioxes. 
From our 
experience, and taking into considora- 
t ion t he g eneral condit ions throug hout 
the province, 1 feel th a t a t present it 
is not practicable to establish m any 
profitable creameries, hut with Uer 
rich natural pasture and other favor­ 
able features M anitoba should m ake 
a g rand showing in the dairy line « lur­ 
ing tlie next decade. Iiet us persua« le 
our neig hbors to superannuate the 
fiut pan and the dash churn, g row 
more fodder corn and roots, fill up the 
chinks in the draug hty cow house, use 
g o« xl dairy salt and pack in new neat 
tubs.—E. A. St nit hers, Manag er Bar* 
nardo industrial Farm .

And 
the Jersey hulls wouldn’t have the 
reputation they Ix-ar if they were 
handled as g ently as the cow* are, hut 
it is a dang erous business petting a 
bull unless he is safely anchored. 
W hat a difference a chang e of milk- 
• rs makes! Every alternative Sunday 
mv reg ular milker is aw ay and an­ 
other m an does the milking , one who 
used to Ik* the reg ular milker, but the 
chang e causes the loss of one pound of 
b utter a t the next semi-weekly churn­ 
ing .—A. L. Crosby. 


A C ollection 
M ade by T heodor« 
S ta nto n In a R eoent A rticle. 
It i* the 
hum orous element in 
Lincoln’s speeches and writing s which 
m akes them alm ost sui g eneris, says 
Theodore S tanton in a recent article 
in the W estm inister Review. W hat 
he said o r w rote to his Generals was 
often amusing ly p a t. When a seeming ­ 
ly unsurm ouutable obstacle checked 
the advance of one of the arm ies, his 
favorite illustration was: 
“ Well if 
you can’t plow throug h the log , per­ 
haps you can plow round it.” It was 
characteristic of General McClellan, 
the auth o r tell* us, th a t he alw ays 
reg ardetl bad weather as exceeding ly 
injurious to him. hut as never injuri­ 
ous to the other side; so Lincoln once 
sai« l of him: “ He seems to think, in 
defiance of Scripture th a t 
heaven 
sends its rains only on the just and 
not on the unjust.” E xasperated a t 
the discrepancy between the ag g reg ate 
of troops forwarded 
to the sam e 
General and the num ber the General 
reported as being received, Lincoln 
exclaimed: “ Sending 
men to th a t 
arm y is like shoveling fieaa across a 
barnyard—not half of them g et there.” 
When 
one 
of 
the 
N orthern 
com m anders took the control of a 
Missouri church out of the hands of 
its rebel trustees, Lincoln disapprov­ 
ed of the m easure in a dispatch con­ 
taining this terse and vig orous phrase, 
which im m ediately obtained wide cur­ 
rency: 
“The Unite« ! S tates Govern­ 
m ent m ust not, as by this order, un­ 
dertake to run the churches.” When 
G rant was accused of intemi>erance, 
the President answered: If I knew 
w hat braiul of whiskey he drinks, I 
j would send a barrel or so to some 
! other g enerals.” He on« » teleg raphed 
i to General Hooker: “ If the head ot 
| Ix*e’s arm y is a t M artinsburg , and the 
tail of it on the plank road between 
Fredericksburg and Chanceilorsville, 
the anim al m ust be very slim some­ 
where. Could you not break him?” j 
To another g eneral he wrote: “ I un­ 
derstand the m ain la dy « if the enemy 
is very near you, so near th a t you 
eotild ’board a t hom e,’ so to siieak. 
menace or attack him any « lay.” 
Not less happy were many of Lin­ 
colns messag es to politicians. T o one 
of his m ild-natural critics he wrote: 
“W ould you drop the war where it is, 
or would you prosecute it in the fu­ 
ture with elder-stalk sq uirts charg ed 
with rose water? ’ 
When, on his first arrival in W ash­ 
ing ton, the new President was beseig - 
e« l by office-seeker*, while the war was 
breaking out, Lincoln said 
“ I feel 
like a m an letting out lodg ing s a t one 
end of the house while the other end 
is on fire.”

The city liverym an 
does’ and reckoning on days when 
horses m ust be idle, he charg es w hat 
seems a very hig h price when in use. 
It needs a constant run of custom to 
keep up a g ood livery, even a t these 
hig h prices for horse hire, as there are 
alw ays liabilities to accidents, and al­ 
lowance m ust be m ade for these. A 
careful team ster informed ns th a t his 
team of horses, worth a t least $ 000, 
cost for keeping , shoeing , interest, de­ 
preciation in value and insurance, an 
averag e of $ 1 for each w orking day in 
the year. 
And he had to contend in 
this clim ate with some days when for 
m an or team to work o ut of doors 
cost m ore th an he could afford. The 
m ore we study this q uestion the less 
excessive the estim ate seems. The 
team ster g ave nearly an hour of each 
day in simply caring for his team and 
this carefully done, as he did it, was 
worth pay whether he charg ed for it 
or no t.—Boston Cultivator- 


T h e Soil Ine x h a u s tib le . 
Some speculative philosophers have 
of late years, predicted th a t the tim e 
will come when the soil of the world 
will l>e exhausted and the hum an r.-u e 
jradually become ext inct on our plan­ 
et for w ant of foo« l—be "*tarvc« l o ut,” 
is it were—but the American Ag ricul­ 
turist does not take readily to this 
melancholy view of the case. 
It says; 
“ One foot in depth of a fairly g ood 
ag ricultural 
soil 
contains 
pounds of phosphoric 
aci« I; 8,00Q 
pounds of potash; J 0,000 pounds q f 
nitrog en and lime, mag nesia, soda, 
chlorine, sulphur and silica to afford 
the j iood for all the crops which these 
three elements can fee« l per acre. After 
farmers, by careful and skilled cultiva­ 
tion have exhausted all thisg reat store 
of plant food in the upperm ost foot q f 
this soil, which will req uire several cen­ 
turies, will the soil be exhausted? Not 
at all. As theland is g radually c|iaug e« l 
into veg etable g rowth, and the surface 
is removed as farm crops, as it g radual­ 
ly deepens, the subsoil which contains 
the very sam eelem ents becomes fitted 
for plant fq od. And this the im per­ 
ishable nature of m atter applies to 
the soil, which can never he exhausted 
during all the ag es th a t are to come. 
All th a t m ankind has to do is to use 
its a rts, under the instruction 
q ! 
science to develop this latent fertility 
of the soil, and to g o on ftsnling the 
hum an race until the end, if an end 
ever shall come, when the earth will 
no long er exist as a fit h ab itatio n for 
m ankind.” 


V a lu e o f G e e se . 
If g eese are allowed to run every 
where as used to be the g eneral prac­ 
tice, says an exchang e, they speedily 
become a nusiance and destroy more 
th an they are w orth. But they pay for 
care and feeding as well as any other 
farm stock. They m ay be plucked 
every six weeks throug h the season, 
beg inning with the first warm weather 
in spring , when a portion of the feath­ 
ers become loose and fall oq t them ­ 
selves. One-third of a pound of feath­ 
ers m ay be taken from a full g rown 
g oose a t eatli picking , and if well fed 
afterw’ards iro 
injury results from 
picking one each six weeks until cold 
weather p uts a sto p to this work. 
W atch for the tim e when the feathers 
appear 
to come easily. They are 
then said to be “ripe.” If this time 
g oe« by it will be hard to m ake a s a t­ 
isfactory picking throug h the year. 
Besides the crop of featners, each fe­ 
male g oose should hatch a dozen or 
m ore young which will pay their keep 
by their g row th of feathers, and be a 
cash article in the poultry m arket 
during the holiday season. A flock ol 
g eese g ives in feathers, eg g s, and in­ 
crease a g reater proportio nate profit 
th a n m ost kinds of farm stock. 


H o rs e ra dis h C u ltu re . 
There is no condim ent more hig hly 
esteemed in this country th an horse­ 
radish. Taken in m oderate q uanti­ 
ties, as a 
condim ent, it is not only 
ag reeable to the palate but whole­ 
some. It is also said to be, when 
prepared with lemon juice an excellent 
assuag er of pain in some form s of 
rheum atism ; but for th a t purpose it 
m ust never be eaten with vineg ar, 
which is poisn to the rheum atic pa­ 
tient. The raw root, m oreover, chew­ 
ed a short tim e before m aking a pub­ 
lic address will enabje a speaker 
troubled with hoarsnesa to fulfill his 
task with ease. The use of tips root 
is rapidly extendtng , and as its cultiva­ 
tion is exceeding ly easy it is a profit­ 
able crop to g row. 
A few practical hints on the best 
m ethod of cultivating it are g iven by 
a « orrespondent of the American Cul­ 
tivator, who says tfiat the soil for its 
cultivation should be deep, mellow 
and very rich, so th a t the roots w ill 
be able to reach a g ood size. The 
land should bp throw n into ridg « *s 
several feet a p a rt, after being raked 
sm ooth, and ihe sets placed in the 
hollow m ade by a wheel m arker. 
These sets are about an inch in leng th, 
and they can be obtained from any 
old bed or purchased from m arket 
g ardeners. They should not be too 
larg e or they will branch and sc ml up 
innum erable ro o ts to sap aw ay tlie 
streng th of the stalk. 
The sets should be planted uiit in 
May or June, and covered only about 
an inch with the soil. Catch crops of 
beets, lettuce and spinach can be 
planted along with the horse-radish, 
which can l>e g athered up before the 
horse-radish has m ade much h< ad- 
way. 
Tlie ro o ts can be left in tbe g round 
until spring , as they are q uite hardy 
and no t much affe« ted by the frost; 
but if dug in the fall and kept in pits

Partial Selling. 
In many cases the cutting of green 
feed and giving to the stock can be 
done to advantage. 
The western 
farmer, with cheap lands and conse­ 
quently cheap pasturage, would not 
care to follow this plan with all of his 
stock, as the large am ount of work 
necessary, would, in very m any cases, 
make the work unprofitable. B ut a t 
the sam e tim e m any contingencies will 
arise th a t a few stock can be fed this 
way to an advantage. When 
the 
work team s are kept busy it is not 
always the best plan to turn them in­ 
to a large pasture and let them run 
all night. They need rest and they 
will be benefited by a feed of some­ 
thing fresh and green, and the best 
way of supplying it is by cutting off 
the grass and feeding to stock in tile 
stables. Hogs th a t are confined inclose 
liens can alw ays be fed green clover cut 
every day. Milk cows, even when 
they have the run of the pastures w ith 
other cattle during the day, will give 
more ami richer milk if they are fed 
grass or clover to themselves a t night. 
The work team s and the milk cows 
need a little better feeding during the 
sum m er than the growing cattle or 
horses, and in a m ajority of cases the 
m ost economical plan of furnishing it 
is to have a patch of clover, rye or 
grass and cutting and feeding every 
day. 
Millet, sweet corn or sorghum, 
or the second grow th of clover, can lie 
used through the summer. 
It will be 
best to grow such crops for this pur­ 
pose ascan be cut cured and stored 
away for use later, if not needed when 
m atured sufficiently to harvest. Such 
crops should be grown convenient to 
the stables or feeding lots so as to 
lessen the work iii feeding. 
In m any cases a patch th a t can lie 
used in this way for all tile stock will 
lie found of considerable advantage 
•luring the la tte r part of sum m er when 
it so often occurs th a t the pastures 
tail to supply plenty of feed. 
Rut 
with the team s and milch cows more 
or less can be turned to an advantage 
the greater p art of the growing sea­ 
son.—N. J. S., in Prairie Farm er.

L IN C O LN 'S JO K E 8. 


A C ollection 
Made by T h eod ore 
S tan ton In a Reoent Article. 
It is the 
hum orous element in 
Lincoln’s speeches and writings which 
m akes them alm ost sui generis, say* 
Theodore S tanton in a recent article 
in the W estm inister Review. W hat 
he said or wrote to his Generals was 
often amusingly p a t. When a seeming­ 
ly unsurm ountable obstacle checked 
the advance of one of the arm ies, his 
favorite illustration was: 
“ Well if 


you can’t plow through the log, per­ 
haps you can plow round it.” it was 
characteristic of General McClellan, 
the au th o r tells us, th a t he alw ays 
regarded bad w eather as exceedingly 
injurious to him. but as never injuri­ 
ous to Hie other side; so Lincoln once 
said of him: “ He seems to think, in 
defiance of Scripture th a t 
heaven 
sends its rains only on the just and 
not on the unjust.” E xasperated a t 
the discrepancy between the aggregate 
of troops forwarded 
to the sam e 
General and tile num ber the General 
reported as being received, Lincoln 
exclaimed: “ Sending 
men to th a t 
arm y is like shoveling fleas across a 
barnyard—not half of them get there.” 
When 
one 
of 
the 
N orthern 
com m anders took the control of a 
Missouri church out of the hands of 
its rebel trustees, Lincoln disapprov­ 
ed of the m easure in a dispatch con­ 
taining this terse and vigorous phrase, 
which im m ediately obtained wide cur­ 
rency: 
“The United States Govern­ 
m ent m ust not, as by this order, un­ 
dertake to run the churches.” When 
G rant was accused of intemperance, 
the President answered: If I knew 
w hat brand of whiskey he drinks, I 
would send a barrel or so to some 
other generals.” Ile once telegraphed 
to General Hooker: “ If the head of 
I>ee's arm y is a t M artinsburg, and the 
tail of it on the plank road between 
Fredericksburg and Chancellors Ville. , 
the anim al m ust be very sum some- ; 
where. Could you not break him?” I 
To another general he wrote: “ I un- J 
derstand the m ain body of the enemy I 
is very near you, so near th a t you 
•‘ould ‘board a t hom e,’ so to siieuk. 
and menace or attack him any day.” 
Not less happy were m any of Lin­ 
colns messages to politicians. T o one 
of his mild natured critics he wrote: 
“ Would you drop the war w here it is, 
or would you prosecute it in the fu­ 
tu re with elder-stalk squirts charged 
with rose w ater?” 
When, on his first arrival in W ash­ 
ington, the new President was beseig- 
ed by office-seekers, while the war was 
breaking out. Lincoln said: 
“ I feel 
like a m an letting out lodgings a t one 
end of the house while the other end 
is on fire.”

The city liverym an 
does’ and reckoning on days when 
horses m ust be idle, he charges w hat 
seems a very high price when in use. 
It needs a co n stan t run of custom to 
keep up a good livery, even a t these 
high prices for horse hire, as t here are 
alw ays liabilities to accidents, and al­ 
lowance m ust be m ade for these. A 
careful team ster informed us th a t his 
team of horses, w orth a t least $600, 
cost for keeping, shoeing, interest, de­ 
preciation in value and insurance, an 
average of $ i for each working day in 
the year. 
And he had to contend in 
this clim ate with some days when for 
m an or team to work o u t of doors 
cost m ore th an he could afford. The 
m ore we study this question the less 
excessive the estim ate seems. The 
team ster gave nearly an hour of each 
day in simply caring for his team and 
this carefully done, as he did it, was

If geese are allowed to run every 
where as used to be the general prac­ 
tice, says an exchange, they speedily 
become a nusiance and destroy more 
th an they are w orth. But they pay for 
care and feeding as well as any other 
farm stock. They m ay be plucked 
every six weeks through the season, 
beginning with the first warm w eather 
in spring, when a portion of the feath­ 
ers become loose and fall out them ­ 
selves. One-third of a pound of feath­ 
ers m ay bo taken from a full grown 
goose a t each picking, and if well fed 
afterw ards d$> 
injury results from 
picking one each six weeks until cold 
w eather pu ts a sto p to this work. 
W atch for the tim e when the feathers 
appear 
to come easily. They are 
then said to be “ripe.” If this time 
goes by it will be hard to m ake a s a t­ 
isfactory picking through the year. 
Besides th e crop of featners, each fe­ 
male goose should hatch a dozen or 
m ore young which will pay their keep 
by their growth of feathers, and be a 
cash article in the poultry market 
during the holiday season. A flock ol 
geese gives in feathers, eggs, and in­ 
crease a greater proportionate profit 
than most kinds of farm stock. 


H o r se r a d ish C ulture. 
There is no condim ent more highly 
esteemed in this country th an horse­ 
radish. Taken in m oderate qu an ti­ 
ties, as a 
condiment, it is not only 
agreeable to the palate but whole­ 
some. 
It is also said to be, when 
prepared w ith lemon juice an excellent 
assuager of pain in some forms of 
rheum atism ; but for th a t purpose it 
m ust never be eaten with vinegar, 
which is poisn to the rheum atic pa­ 
tient. Tile raw root, moreover, chew­ 
ed a short tim e before making a pub­ 
lic address will enable a speaker 
troubled with hoariness to fulfill his 
task w ith ease. Tile use of tip s root 
is rapidly extending,and as itscultiva- 
tion is exceedingly easy it is a profit­ 
able crop to grow. 
A few' practical hints on the best 
m ethod of cultivating it are given by 
a correspondent of tile American Cul­ 
tivator, who says tlpat the soil for its 
cultivation should be deep, mellow 
and very rich, so th a t the roots w ill 
be able to reach a good size. The 
land should bp throw n into ridges 
several feet ap art, after being raked 
sm ooth, and the sets placed in the 
hollow m ade by a wheel m arker. 
These sets are about an inch in length, 
and they can be obtained from any 
old bed or purchased from m arket 
gardeners. They should not bg too 
large or they will branch and send up 
innum erable ro o ts to sap aw ay the 
strength of the stalk. 
The sets should be planted out in 
M ay or June, and covered only about 
an inch with the soil. Catch crops of 
beets, lettuce and spinach can be 
planted along with the horse-radish, 
which can be gathered up before the 
horse-radish has m ade much hi ad- 
way. 
The roots can be left in the ground 
until spring, as they are quite bardy 
and not much affected by the frost; 
but if dug in the fall and kept in pits

The sp ectacle is 
very real. 
There is a very clever 
rep resentation of the giant cuttle fish: 
the huge p oulp of the trop ic seas, and 
fighting it is a man clothed in a 
diver’s dress. 
The tentacles wave 
through the water and fasten them­ 
selves on the rubber suit, only to be 
beaten and cut off by the man, until 
at last the horror sinks into death be­ 
hind the big boulder. It is a realistic 
rep resentation of what would be the 
most terrible of submarine adventures.

Deputy Marshall Gus Beauleau, of 
St. Paul, tells a Globe reporter that 
the reports from Mille Eacs lake that 
the Indians have threatened the white 
settlers are untrue. 
Mr. Beauleau is 
known personally and by reputation 
through the length and breadth of 
Northern Minnesota, and his reputa­ 
tion for truth and veracity is not 
above par among those who know him 
best. 
If all the scattering bands of 
Chippewas in the state were located 
on the 
White j Earth 
reservation, 
whisky-venders excluded from their 
midst, and they were taught to culti­ 
vate the soil and live like their white 
neighbors, 
Beauleau’s 
occupation 
would be gone. 
Deputy marshals of 
the Beauleau stripe are opposed to re­ 
moving the Indians. 
Such men as 
Beauleau will prevent a settlement of 
the Indian question if they can, and 
the sooner Commissioner Hall and the 
otner gentlemen interested in the re­ 
moval of the Indians find this out the 
better. 
We do not believe the Mille 
Lacs Indians will go on the war-path, 
but we do know that they make life a 
burden to the settlers and prevent the 
rapid settlement of the northern por­ 
tion of the state. 
Besides, any disin­ 
terested party know that the Indians 
would be far better off at White Earth 
than where they are. 
Were it not for 
unscrupulous traders and hangers-on 
around the marshal's office in St. Paul 
the question of removing them would 
be speedily settled. 
The government 
has declared that the so-called Mille 
Lacs reservation is open to settlement, 
patents have been issued to scores of 
settlers, and settlers have gone to 
work und organized 
three towns, 
elected officers, haye commenced to 
lay out roads, have erected school 
houses and are developing the re­ 
sources of the country around Mille 
Lacs. 
These settlers have rights as 
well as drunken pilfering Indians 
and United States deputy marshals. 
The way to remove the Indians is to 
remove them. 
There is no sense in 
any further parleying. 
The Indians 
or* the whites must go. 
We are no 
alarmist, but we believe the present 
state of affairs at the lake cannot con­ 
tinue much longer. 
There is liable 
to be trouble, serious trouble, any 
day.—Pnncetoa Union.

FACTS AND FIGURES 


An Interesting Review of the Foreign 
Commerce for the Last Fiscal 
Year. 


The Total Value of the Commerce 
the Greatest in the Country’s 
History. 


W ashington. July 29.—The bureau of 
statistics of the treasury department to-day 
issued a sum m ary statement and review of 
the foreign commerce and immigration of 
tha United States during the fiscal year end­ 
ed June 30, 1891. 
It gives, also, a compari­ 
son of the imports and exports o fth e past 
nine months, during which the new tariff’ 
law has been in effect, as compared with 
the corresponding nine m ouths of the pre­ 
ceding fiscal year. 
The statement says th at the total value of 
the commerce of the past fiscal year was the 
greatest in the history of the governm ent 
and exceeded the total value of the com ­ 
merce of 1890 by $82,191,803. The comm erce 
of 1890 was the largest lor any year in the 
history ol the governm ent up to that time, 
exceeding th a com m erce ot the prior year 
by $159,006,063. Our total com m erce during 
the past fiscal year am ounted to $1,729,- 
330.896. 
The total value of our im ports of m er­ 
chandise during the last year was $844,905,- 
491. 
The total value of our exports of m er­ 
chandise during the sam e period was $884,- 
425,405, which show's an excess in lavor of 
exports during the fiscal year of $39,519,914. 
There was also an excess of exports of do­ 
mestic m erchandise over such exports of 
the prior year ot $26 941.737.

A h the golden rod in likely to be the 
New York State flower, nominated and 
elected by the school children, saya 
the Now York Herald, perhaps they 
would like to know more about it 
It is a large genus or family, con­ 
taining upward of eighty speeies or 
members, confined almost entirely to 
North America. 
One species is found in England and 
on the continent also in tem perate 
Asia, two in South America and one in 
the Azores. 
W hat peculiar fitness this plant has 
to entitle it to the distinction of being 
the state flower the children alone 
know. 
It is nothing more than a per­ 
nicious 
weed, 
it impoverishes the 
soil where it grow s, and it is a signifi­ 
cant fact that it found the vast m ajor­ 
ity of its supporters among the city 
school children, whose knowledge of 
it was doubtless confined to the em­ 
broidered caricatures of it done by 
their mammas and grown sisters. 
T heir little ears no doubt were 
pleased with its euphonious title of 
"golden rod,” and thus their hearts 
were won and their votes east for this 
farm ers’ pesL 
The country children 
knew it better and looked upon it with 
disdain, preferring to vote for the rose 
and other more aristocratic candidates. 
A field of golden rod has charms of 
its own, and visitors from abroad, 
w’here it is almost unknown; become 
enraptured with it and carry away 
pleasant memories of our fields clothed 
in richest golden yellow, hut daily as­ 
sociation with it would quickly destroy 
this feeling. 
Its harsh, coarse shims and leaves, 
the dry, 
artificial-looking, 
scentless 
spikes of gaudy flowers are without 
charm for anyone with the least pre­ 
tence to knowledge of the beautiful in 
nature. 
It seems somew'hat ridiculous 
to submit a question of this kind to the 
children for decision without first giv­ 
ing them instruction on the subject; 
for, surely, if they were fully conver­ 
sant with the golden rod’s peculiarities 
they would not vote for it with such 
unanimity. 
This view is borne out by 
the fact that the city school children 
are its main supporters.

This is the unvarying question which 
the returned Alaskan tourist hears and 
which he is put upon his conscience to 
answer. 
Immediately a panoramic 
procession of the scenic glories of 
transcontinental and Alaskan pictures, 
endless in variety, passes before the 
imagination, and a glowing, enthusi­ 
astic "Yes” falls unhesitatingly from 
his lips. 
"B ut what is there to see?” "It is a 
wilderness, is it not?” pursues the mer­ 
ciless interrogator, who does not wish 
to squander his precious sight-seeing, 
with its time, money, and f.itiguc. f o r 
that which profiteth not. 
The tourist 
from distant Alaska feels his enthusi­ 
asm blown upon by the cold breath o f 
an iceberg judgm ent and is called up­ 
on to seriously consider the question 
for his friends and to defend the posi­ 
tion which he takes. 
It is a wilderness, a tangle of a 
wilderness, a God-forsaken desert with 
only a few oases. 
It is syldom given 
to a traveler who can not be a Stanley 
and penetrate the dark depths of 
Africa, or a Verestchagin who can 
scale with his easel and his palette the 
dizzy Himalayan heights, startling the 
solitude and scaring the eagle, to wit­ 
ness such isolation, such remoteness 
from the civilized world. 
If you go 
to Alaska you will bo surfeited with 
scenery, scenery, scenery. 
Never in 
your life will you be so gorged with 
scenery. 
It comes upon you in every 
variety, and you are convinced that 
never more will you gaze upon a new 
type of scenery. 
You have now- the 
whole gam ut of wilderness scenery. 
You come to tranquil reaches of water, 
suggestive of lake and river, with 
islands covered with undulating hills. 
Again the water becomes oceanic, and 
you are on an ocean voyage, with 
shoals of porpoises gayly accompany­ 
ing the ship, and huge whales and 
numerous 
sea-monsters, 
disporting 
themselves in the deep water, safe 
from the whaler’s harpoon, since the 
depths of the Pacific stud St. George’s* 
channel are so great that they would 
not be returned to the surface for their 
capture till after many days. Again the 
channel narrows. 
Precipitous 
and 
rocky heights 
close in the 
green 
and rapid-flowing 
waters, 
and the 
trackless 
forests 
come 
close 
to 
the steam er’s side, 
and 
now and 
then a mountain goat or a stealthy 
bear looks from its haunts upon the 
steam er 
as upon a passing show. 
Again the hills become seamed and 
scarred mountains, with scraps of gla­ 
ciers clinging to the sides, and pouring 
down in deepened furrows are eascades 
ranging in size from a silver thread to 
a broad, boiling torrent which has cut 
its way through the evergreen forests. 
And these coniferous forests are a 
sight in themselves. 
They are like 
huge communities of patriarchal fami­ 
lies, in which are five and six genera­ 
tions. 
Light-gray and hoary is the 
branchless *tem of the old tree, which 
will fall before the sweeping blast of 
the next tempest, and close to it the 
branched and gray tree of the next 
generation, 
which elbows the deep 
gray-green tree it» neighbor, which 
looks down upon the generation of 
green tree, shading ever into lighter 
and livlier verdur *, down to the young­ 
est sapling. 
Again the mountains re­ 
cede, and an extensive archipelago is 
entered, filled with islands innumer­ 
able and of eveFv form. 
Then there 
are the Mount St. Elias Alps, with 
their snow-clad summits losing them ­ 
selves in the clouds o r lifting their re­ 
gal heads high into the sapphire heav­ 
ens. —Lippincott’s Magazine.

The ride was de­ 
lightful through pine woods and along 
by 
prosperous farms. A 
Sunday 
hush rested 
over everything and 
quieted even us. We reached the for­ 
lorn little town about 10 o'clock, and 
stooped as we had bten directed to 
do a t Squire Simkins. 
Now, we had expected to find the 
Squire’s home a large square house, 
probably white, located on a bill ill 
well-kept grounds, Hanked by nour­ 
ishing fields and generous orchards. 
Imagine our disappointm ent to find 
it a log house on the edge of the town, 
shaded by one lone tree, and environed 
j by a potatotpatch and a cornfield! 
The barn 
was nearest the road, 
| we stopped in its shadow and sent 
Miss Dodd to spy out the land.

By doing sewing 
on orders sent them, by making rag 
carpets, bedquilts, bags and aprons, 
by putting up preserves, stripping 
pine needles,and various other things, 
they had accumulated sufficient mon­ 
ey to furnish its barest necessities. 
The seats were only pine boards with­ 
out any backs, but everything was 
perfectly neat, and as fitting as it 
could be. There was not a man in the 
place w ho had sufficient piety or ener­ 
gy to lift a finger to help; the women 
did everything, from shoveling the 
snow and carrying wood to kindle the 
fire, to teaching the children and read­ 
ing the service. 
They were just opening the school 
when we arrived. Abont twenty-live 
children from 5 to 15 years of age, all 
poor but neatly clad, were assembled, 
and seemed not only interested but 
eager to learn. They recited the cate­ 
chism in a m anner I never heard ex­ 
celled, and answered the questions 
th a t were asked in a way th at showed 
conscientious, intelligent teachings. 
We chatted with the good woman, 
gained all the inform ation and gave 
what encouragement we could, then 
drove away, sobered by the impres­ 
sion we had received, and resolved to 
do something to help the work. 
The result of our resolution was tq 
give an entertainm ent. Just the thing! 
W hat fun it would be, and of course 
we should “make lots!" We talked it 
all over, and decided upon “Mrs. Jar- 
lay's Wax W orks.” They would be a 
great novelty in this benighted region. 
Some of us drove over during the 
week, and made all necessary a r­ 
rangements. The town hall was en­ 
gaged, a parlor organ promised, and 
the “Simkins boys" said they would 
“fix up a curtain," and they would 
also put up a notice in the Postottiee. 
Squire Simkins sent us an invitation 
to stop over night. 
As some of us were soon going away, 
an early date was fixed upon. Cos­ 
tumes of surprising designs were im- 
f 
irovised. We did not need much re- 
learsingexoept for a “lockstep m arch" 
and a “jack-knife bow" to be used for 
the entrances of the choruses, 
We carried a small trunk containing 
our various effects, aud felt quite like 
a “troui>e” as we drove u p to the hall.

The price of admission had been 
fixed a t ten cents, as we had been 
assured th at was all the people could 
really afford to pay; the 
price and 
the fact th at they “hedn’t hed no 
show senoe the Indian Medicine Man 
was here last fall,” tended to make 
our affair very popular. 
Well, the “show" began and moved 
along beautifully. We exhibited The 
Siamese Twins, The Rig-footis! Boy. 
The 
G iant 
Princess, 
The 
Little 
General, Daniel in the Lions’ Den, 
Mary and her Lamb, and various 
other “chestnuts." We sang singly, 
in pairs, in chorous; seriously and 
gayly. It made no difference; every­ 
thing was received m ost solemnly; I 
suppose they thought it would be dis­ 
respectful to laugh, and there was no 
fun in them, anyway. We did suc- 
ceed after a while in raising a titter, 
and at the close applause. 
How tired we were! How hot and 
hard these beds were! How the mos­ 
quitoes buzzed and bit! Even the 
stars which peeked through thechinks 
were unmannerly, and stared instead 
of twinkled. At last the crickets and 
katydids sang us to sleep with their 
endless dispute as to whether “she 
did" or “she didn’t." 
I think the sun rose on a special

FARM, FIELD AND GARDEN 


S U B J E C T S O F SP E C IA L IN T E R ­ 
E S T TO T H E FAR M ER. 
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V a lu e o f H o r se H ire. 
Few farmers who feed their stock 
home grown products, hay or grain, 
appreciate the cost of keeping a horse 
through the year. The city liveryman 
does’ and reckoning on days when 
horses m ust be idle, he charges what 
seems a very high price when in use. 
It needs a constant run of custom to 
keep up a good livery, even a t these 
high prices for horse hire, as there are 
always liabilities to accidents, and al­ 
lowance must be made for these. A 
careful team ster informed us th a t his 
team of horses, worth a t least $000, 
cost for keeping, shoeing, interest, de­ 
preciation in value and insurance, an 
average of $1 for each working day in 
the year. And he had to contend in 
this climate with some days when for 
m an or team to work out of doors 
cost more than he could afford. The 
more we study this question the less 
excessive the estim ate seems. The 
team ster gave nearly an hour of each 
day in simply caring for his team and 
this carefully done, as he did it, was 
worth pay whether he charged for it 
or not.—Boston Cultivator- 


If geese are allowed to run every 
where as used to be the general prac­ 
tice, says an exchange, they speedily 
become a nusiance and destroy more 
than they are worth- But they pay for 
care and feeding as well as any other 
farm stock. They may be plucked 
every six weeks through the season, 
beginning with the first warm weather 
in spring, when a portion of the feath­ 
ers become loose and fall out them ­ 
selves. One-third of a pound of feath­ 
ers m ay be taken from a full grown 
goose a t each picking, and if well fed 
afterwards iro 
injury results from 
picking one each six weeks until cold 
weather puts a stop to this work. 
W atch for the time when the feathers 
appear 
to come easily. They are 
then said to be “ripe." If this time 
goes by it will be hard to make a sa t­ 
isfactory picking through the year. 
Besides the crop of featners, each fe­ 
male goose should hatch a dozen or 
more young which will pay their keep 
by their growth of feathers, and be a 
cash article in the poultry market 
during the holiday season. A flock ol 
geese gives in feathers, eggs, and in­ 
crease a greater proportionate profit 
th an most kinds of farm stock. 


P a rtia l S e llin g . 
• In many cases the cutting of green 
feed and giving to the stock can be 
done to advantage. 
The western 
farmer, with cheap lands and conse­ 
quently cheap pasturage, would not 
care to follow this plan with all of his 
stock, as the large am ount of work 
necessary, would, in very many cast s, 
make the work unprofitable. But a t 
the same time many contingencies will 
arise th a t a few stock can be fed this 
w'ay to an advantage. When 
the 
work team s are kept busy it is not 
always the best plan to turn them in­ 
to a large pasture and let them run 
all night. They need rest and they 
will be benefited by a feed of some­ 
thing fresh and green, and the best 
way of supplying it is by cutting off 
tlie grass and feeding to stock in tiie 
stables. Hogs th at are confined inclose 
pens can always be fed green clover cut 
every day. Milk cows, even when 
they have the run of the pastures with 
other cattle during the day, will give 
more and richer milk if they are fed 
grass or clover to themselves at night. 
The work team s and the milk cows 
need a little better feeding during the 
summer than the growing cattle or 
horses, and in a m ajority of cases the 
most economical plan of furnishing it 
is to have a patch of clover, rye or 
grass and cutting and feeding every 
day. Millet, sweet corn or sorghum, 
or the second grow th of clover, can be 
used through the summer. 
It will be 
best to grow such crops for this pur­ 
pose ascan be cut cured and stored 
away for use later, if not needed when 
m atured sufficiently to harvest. Such 
crops should be grown convenient to 
the stables or feeding lots so as to 
lessen the work in feeding. 
In many cases a patch th at can he 
used in this way for ail the st,o< k will 
be found of considerable advantage 
•luring the latter part of summer when 
it so often occurs th a t the pastures 
fail to supply plenty of feed. 
But 
with the team s and milch cows more 
or lass can be turned to an advantage 
the greater part of the growing sea­ 
son.—N J. S., in Prairie Farm er. 


E x p e r im e n ts in K e e p in g E g g s. 
At the New York State Agricultural 
Experiment Station a few of the 
methods of packing eggs dry for keep­ 
ing were tested in 181K). 
The <-ggs 
were all wiped when fresh with a rug 
saturated with fat or oil, in w hich had 
been mixed some antiseptic, and pa :k- 
ed tightly in salt, bran, etc. 
Eggs 
packed during April and May, in sait, 
which had been wiped in cottonseed 
oil, to which had been added boracic 
acid, kept from four to five m onths, 
with a loss of nearly one-third, the 
quality of those saved not being good. 
Eggs packed after the same prelimi­ 
nary handling in bran were ail spoiled 
after four months. 
Better 
uccess was had with eggs 
packed in salt during March and April, 
after wiping with vaseline, to which 
salicylic acid had been added. 
These 
kept four or five m onths without lo st, 
and the quality ufter four months 
was much superior to th at of ordinary 
limed eggs. 
The eggs, in all these trials, were 
kept in a barn cellar, the ordinary 
tem perature of which varied from t*»0 
to TO degrees Fahrenheit, and each 
box was turned once every two days. 
Little difference was observed in the 
keeping of the fertile and the infertile 
•g2s. and no difference was noticeable 
in the keeping qualities of eegs f r o m 
different fowls or from t hose under 
different rations. 


T h e S o li In e x h a u s tib le . 
Some speculative philosophers have 
of late years, predicted th a t the time 
will come when the soil of the world 
will he exhausted and the human r.u e 
gradually become extinct on our plan­ 
et for want of food—be “starved o u t,” 
as it were—but the American Agricul­ 
turist does not take readily to this 
melancholy view of the case. 
It says: 
“One foot in depth of a fairly good 
agricultural 
soil 
contains 
4,<R>U 
pounds of phosphoric acid; 8.000 
pounds of potash; 10,000 pounds qf 
nitrogen and lime, magnesia, soda, 
ffilorine, sulphur and silica to afford 
iood for all the crops which these 
three elements can feed per acre. After 
iarmers, by careful and skilled cultiva­ 
tion have exhausted all thisgreat store 
of plant food in the uppermost foot of 
this soil, which w ill require several cen­ 
turies, will the soil be exhausted? Not 
at all. As the land is gradually changed 
into vegetable grpwth, and the surface 
is removed as farm crops, as it gradual­ 
ly deepens, the subsoil which contains 
the very same elements becomes fitted 
fqr plant fpod. And this the imper­ 
ishable nature of ipattgr applies to 
the soil, which can never be exhausted 
during al( the ages th a t are to come. 
All th a t mankind has to do is to use 
its arts, under the instruction 
q! 
science to develop this latent fertility 
of the soil, and to go on feeding the 
human race until the end, if an end 
ever shall come, when the earth will 
no longer exist as a fit habitation for 
mankind." 


H o r se r a d ish C u ltu re. 
There is no condiment more highly 
esteemed in this country than horse­ 
radish. Taken in m oderate quanti­ 
ties, as a 
condiment, it is not only 
agreeable to the palate but whole­ 
some. It is also said to be, when 
prepared w ith lemon juice an excellent 
assuager of pain in some forms of 
rheumatism; but for th a t purpose it 
must never be eaten with vinegar, 
which is poisn to the rheumatic pa­ 
tient. The raw root, moreover, chew­ 
ed a short time before making a pub­ 
lic address will enable a speaker 
troubled with hoarsness to fulfill his 
task with ease. The use qf t if is root 
is rapidly extending,and as itscultiva- 
tion is exceedingly easy it is a profit­ 
able crop to grow. 
A few practical hints on the best 
method of cultivating it are given by 
a correspondent of the American Cul­ 
tivator, who says tlpit the soil for its 
cultivation should be deep, mellow 
and very rich, so th a t the roots will 
be able to reach a good size. The 
land should bp thrown into ridges 
several feet apart, after being raked 
smooth, and the sets placed in the 
hollow made by a wheel marker. 
These sets are about an inch in length, 
and they can be obtained from any 
old bed or purchased from m arket 
gardeners. They should not be too 
large or they will branch and send up 
innumerable roots to sap away the 
strength of the stalk. 
The sets should be planter! out in 
May or June, and covered only about 
an inch with the soil. Catch crops of 
beets, lettuce and spinach can be 
planted along with the horse-radish, 
which can be gathered up before the 
horse-radish has made much ht ad- 
way. 
The roots can be left in the ground 
until spring, as they are quite hardy 
and not much affected by the frost; 
but if dug in the fall and kept in pits 


through the winter the flavor and ap 
pearanee will be better. 


C r e a m er y R e q u isite s, 
The creamery itself may be describ­ 
ed as a square building 30 by 30 feet, 
with engine house adjoining; the wash 
room floor 
and office are on the 
ground level, while the work room and 
store are sunk in the ground about 
four 
feet, and 
are cement lined 
throughout. 
The 
apparatus 
con­ 
sists of an equipment of Cooley cans 
without taps for submerging in ice 
water, two Boyd tempering vats, one 
heating vat, 1,300 gallon churn and 
one Mason power worker. Power is 
conveyed to this flat from a six horse 
power horizont al engine supplied with 
steam power from an engine horse 
power boiler. 
Our butter which quickly found a 
front place, is put up in packages 
ranging from two pounds to fifty 
pounds, while a small proportion is 
made into one pound prints and sold 
from refrigerator boxes. 
From our 
experience, and taking into considera- 
t ion t he general condit ions throughout 
the province, 1 feel th at a t present it 
is not practicable to establish many 
profitable creameries, hut with tier 
rich natural pasture and other favor­ 
able features M anitoba should make 
a grand showing in the dairy line dur­ 
ing live next decade. I>et us persuade 
our neighbors to superannuate the 
flat pan and the dash churn, grow 
more fodder corn and roots, fill up the 
chinks in the draughty cow house, use 
good dairy salt and pack in new neat 
tubs.—K. A. Strut hers, Manager Bar* 
nardo Industrial Farm . 


K in d n e ss to C o w s. 
W’aen I see a man go among his 
cows and they every one edge away 
from him, I know there is “music" in 
his stable a t milking time. 
But when 
I see a m an going through his hera in 
the pasture and he lias to walk 
around his cows in order to niuke 
progress, I know th at peace and quiet­ 
ness reign when the cows come home. 
And, after all, the Jersey cow is pe­ 
culiarly sensitive to ill treatm ent, 
more so than acow of any other breed, 
I believe, and Jersey men, as a rule, 
treat their cows gently; it is seldom 
th a t you see a wild Jersey cow. And 
the Jersey hulls wouldn’t have the 
reputation they bear if they were 
handled as gently as the cows are, hut 
it is a dangerous business petting a 
bull unless be is safely anchored. 
W hat a difference a change of milk­ 
ers makes! Every alternative Sunday 
m y regular milker is away and an­ 
other m an does the milking, one who 
used to be the r*3gular milker, but the 
change causes the loss of one pound of 
butter a t the next semi-weekly churn­ 
ing.—A. L. Crosby.

L IN C O L N 'S JO K E 8. 


A C o lle c tio n 
M ad e 
b y T h e o d o r e 
S ta n to n In a R e c e n t A r tic le . 
It is the 
humorous element in 
Lincoln’s speeches and writings which 
makes them alm ost sui generis, says 
Theodore Stanton in a recent article 
in the W estminister Review. W hat 
he said or wrote to his Generals was 
often amusingly pat. When a seeming­ 
ly unsurm ouutable obstacle checked 
the advance of one of the armies, his 
favorite illustration was: 
“ Well if 
vou can’t plow through the log, per­ 
haps you can plow round it." It was 
characteristic of General McClellan, 
the author tells us, th a t he always 
regarded bad weather as exceedingly 
injurious to him. but as never injuri­ 
ous to the other side; so Lincoln once 
said of him: “He seems to think, in 
defiance of Scripture th a t heaven 
sends its rains only on the just and 
not on the unjust." Exasperated a t 
the discrepancy between the aggregate 
of troops forwarded 
to the same 
General and the number the General 
reported as being received, Lincoln 
exclaimed: “ Sending 
men to th a t 
arm y is like shoveling fleas across a 
barnyard—not half of them get there." 
When 
one 
of 
the 
Northern 
commanders took the control of a 
Missouri church ont of the hands of 
its rebel trustees, Lincoln disapprov­ 
ed of the measure in a dispatch con­ 
taining this terse and vigorous phrase, 
which immediately obtained wide cur­ 
rency: “The United States Govern­ 
ment m ust not, as by this order, un­ 
dertake to run the churches." When 
G rant was accused of intemperance, 
the President answered: If 1 knew 
what brand of whiskey he drinks, I 
would send a barrel or so to some 
other generals." He once telegraphed 
to General Hooker: “ If the head or 
I-ee’s arm y is a t Martinsburg, and the 
tail of it on the plank road between 
Fredericksburg and Chancellorsville. 
the animal must be very siim some­ 
where. Could you not break him?" 
To another general he wrote: “ 1 un­ 
derstand the main body of the enemy 
is very near you, so near th a t you 
eould 'board a t home,' so to speak, 
and menace or attack him any day.” 
Not less happy were many of Lin­ 
colns messages to politicians. To one 
of his mild-natured critics he wrote: 
“W ould you drop the war where it is, 
or would you prosecute it in the fu­ 
ture with elder-stalk squirts charged 
with rose water?" 
When, on his first arrival in W ash­ 
ington, the new President was beseig- 
ed by office-seekers, white the war was 
breaking out, Lincoln said: “ I feel 
like a man letting out lodgings a t one 
end of t he house while the other end 
is on lire."

•*n the County Jail not less than ten 
•r more than twenty days or by both 
vine a n j imprisonment, m the direc­ 
tion of the cpurt. 
Section 2.—The bale or offer for sale 
of the substance mentioned in the 
foregoing 
section in packages not 
| staiiq>ed. marked, branded or labelled 
as therein required, shall !>e prinm- 
hu-ie evidence of knowledge of the 
I character of said substance, on the 
| {. art of the person so selling or offer- 
j 
ig for sale and his employer. 
Section 3.—This Act shall be in force 
on and after its passage. 
N o t e .—A n incident occurred in the 
House when the Senate bill came up 
j for passage, in reference to an amend­ 
ment proposed by Mr. Diment. This 
was opposed bv several members. 
Mr. F eig said th at if the bill as it came 
*rom the Senate was all right then the 
amendment was all wrong. The am ­ 
endment compelling the printing of 
the word “Ammonia" on the label on­ 
ly effected the Royal Baking Powder, 
and up wonder they felt the Senate 
bill \yas a blow at them.

E x e c u tio n o f M rs. S u r r a tt, H arrold , 
A tz e r o t an d P a y n e , th e L in coln 
A s s a s s in s . 
The execution of Payne, Harrold. 
Atzerot and Mrs. Surratt, who had 
been found guilty by a m ilitary com­ 
mission of conspiracy to assassinate 
Abraham Lincoln,took place in Wash­ 
ington on the 7th of July 1865. The 
prisoners had spent the previous even­ 
ing and the forenoon in company with 
their spiritual advisers. At,2 o’clock 
in the afternoon they were taken from 
their cells bv soldiers under command 
of Gens. Hancock and H artranft and 
conducted to the scaffold. Mrs. Sur­ 
ra tt was completely overcome and 
could not walk without assistance, 
Harrold and Atzerot were also great­ 
ly prostrated, their evident terror be­ 
ing painful to witness. Payne alone 
preserved an undaunted demeanor. 
He walked to the gallows unaided and 
at no time showed the least trace of 
fear. When the noose was being ad­ 
justed he was careful to have it in the 
proper position, and, in short, dis­ 
played more nerve than any one else 
present, 
spectators included. 
The 
usual religious services were held and 
then the prisoners were given an op­ 
portunity to s]>eak. Atzerot was the 
only one who had anything to say. 
H»* bade those present good-by and 
asked them to take warning by bis 
example. The props under the scaf­ 
fold traps were then knocked away, 
and in a few moments the four con­ 
spirators hod ceased to breathe. Mrs. 
S urratt died without showing any 
signs of suffering. Payne, who was a 
man of great strength and vitality, 
was the la.*?t to expire. The execution 
was witnessed by a comparatively 
small 
number of people, but few 
passes having been issued by Gen. 
Hancock.

The Bottom of the Sea. 
The following graphic description 
of the realistic conflict of a submarine 
diver and the giant octopus which will 
be seen here at the 
August 5th, in the production of “The 
Bottom of the Sea,” is from the Phila­ 
delphia Item, and will doubtless be 
read with interest: 
“The Bottom of the Sea." a French 
spectacle, adapted t^r Wm. A Brady, 
was produced last night for the tirst 
time in this city. 
It eras well received, 
and I think that it can safely be said 
that it is a success in Philadelphia. 
The mechanical devices shown are 
really excellent, and in the fight be­ 
tween a diver and a monstrous poulp, 
the audience is treated to something 
not onlv novel but intensely thrilling. 
Most of us have read Hugo’s “Toilers 
of the Sea,” and have experienced a 
creepy sensation down the email of 
our backs as we pored over the 
memorable battle between a cattle 
fish and a man in a cavern of the 
lonely isle. 
Again Jules \Terne very 
cleverly worked these terrible mon­ 
sters into his wonderful story, “1 wen- 
ty Thousand Leagues 
Under the 
Sea,” and probably one of the most 
interesting chapters of that very in­ 
teresting book is where the Nautilus 
rises to the surface, so that its enig­ 
matical captain and his crew can 
slaughter the monsters, one of whom 
has got entangled in the screw. 
Few 
of us will ever see the giant poulp 
alive and in his native element, and 
few of us would want to if only a tithe 
of the tales that are told of h*m are 
true. 
If we cannot see this curious 
animal, or fish, or whatever yon may 
choose to call it. the next best thing 
is to see it well placed on the stage as 
a mechanical device. 
When the curtain rises on the fourth 
act, the audience is apparently con­ 
fronted by a huge wall of water. 
They might be in the saloon of Jules 
Verne’s Nautilus with the sliding 
panels in the wall drawn aside. 
By a 
clever arrangement of gauze curtains, 
which slowly rise one after the other, 
the water beoomes clearer, onr eyes 
can more readily distinguish objects, 
and at last one sees “The Bottom of 
the Sea.” The old poem of the 
“Diver,” forgotten years ago, comes 
back again, and nothing too fearful 
would be a surprise. 
Not for all the 
jewels the greatest of the Moguls ever 
possessed would we venture into those 
watery depths, and we watch with 
curious eyes the figure of a diver com­ 
ing down into that gruesome place. 
He wears a complete rubber suit. 
There is a big hemlet on his head, and 
an electric light sends its flashes be­ 
fore him. 
He steps along carefully, 
feeling his way as he goes. 
There is 
a high rock before him, on top of 
which is apparently a big submarine 
plant, set in motion by the almost 
imperceptible undulation of the wa­ 
ter. 
The diver steps toward it when 
it suddenly springs into horrible life, 
and its terrible tentacles weave them­ 
selves about him. 
The spectacle is 
very real. 
There is a very clever 
representation of the giant cuttle fish; 
the huge poulp of the tropic seas, and 
fighting it is a man clothed in a 
diver's dress. 
The tentacles wave 
through the water and fasten them­ 
selves on the rubber suit, only to be 
beaten and cut off by the man, until 
at last the horror sinks into death be­ 
hind the big boulder. 
It is a realistic 
representation of what would be the 
most terrible of submarine adventures.
